V. FINANCIAL REPORT 
 A.  Budget Update – Ed King 
 

Year-end expenditures for FY 12/13, totaled $6819.68 including $1800.00 in 
commissioner’s fees, $800.00 in secretary fees, $1773.95 in mileage 
reimbursement and $2000 in grant awards.   

 
Year-end revenues for FY 12/13, totaled $10190.91, including $3040.77 in fine 
monies, $7009.15 in penalty assessments and $140.99 in interest. A total of 
$1200.00 was budgeted for the fiscal year.  

 
For the current FY through July 31, there were no expenditures or fine or penalty 
assessment revenues. 

 

 
 
VI. AGENCY REPORTS 

A. Commission Updates 
 
Commissioner Freidig indicated that the Central Valley Water Quality Control 
Board issued a $211,000 administrative civil penalty to the developer of the 
Walmart and Target stores on Sierra College Blvd.  She inquired if any of this 
money will find its way to the commission. Suggested Deputy DA Jane Crue 
attend the next meeting to discuss this case. Commissioner Freidig will contact 
Lt. Lawson to discuss also.  
 
Commissioner Fowler informed the board that previous commissioner, Rick 
Hoffman passed way last week. He previously held Commissioner Fowler’s seat. 

 
Senator Feinstein introduced the Lake Tahoe Restoration Act which if passed, 
would authorize $15 million to support programs to improve water clarity, reduce 
wildfire threat and combat invasive species. Commissioner Daniels will research 
the bill. 
 
Commissioner Gould indicated Placer County now has a veteran affairs officer.  
 
B. California Department of Fish & Game –

C. Nevada Irrigation District – Sue Sindt 
 
Water storage is slightly above average, despite this year being dry. FERC 
relicensing is moving forward. Federal agency recommendations are due 
October 22.  Final EIS will be released in 2014.

2013 Grant Program — Review of application packet, application deadline and 
program budget 
 
Ed King is sending out the grant application packages. 
Press release went out last week. He has received a few phone calls. 
Applications are due by 5:00 PM on October 4th. 
Grant awards will be determined at the commission’s October 23rd meeting. 
The pdf application file has been revised to permit applicants to save their entries 
directly into the form. 
Year-end fine and penalty revenue for last year was over $10,000.  
Application packets will be sent to past grant recipients and organizations and 
contacts on the commission email distribution.  
 
Commissioner Freidig indicated that if the grant moneys increase significantly, 
they would look more at the data they are collecting from the groups.

LaMalfa will be hosting 
a public meeting regarding critical habitat designations on Wednesday, 
September 4, from 2 to 4pm at the Planning Commission Hearing Room in 
Auburn.  
 
Einar Maisch is giving a presentation on PWCA tunnels 
 
The commissioners discussed adjusting the November and December meeting 
dates to accommodate the Thanksgiving and Christmas holidays.
